WITH HALSEY'S FLEET OFF JAPAN, July 24 OJJO— 
Swarms of American carrier-baHCd wnrplanes today fought 
off Japanese fightera and anti-aircraft desperately attempt- 
ing to defend the great Kure naval base, one of the enemy 
fleet's Ia3t Btronjfholda. 

For the f irst time in the two-wcek-old attack the Japanese 
came up and fought over the Kure base as the greatest allied, 
carricr-baaad force ever to appear over Japan Bought to givff 
tho coup de grace to elements of the nipponesc fleet. 

Returning pilots said that despite numerous dogfights and. 
the moat intensive anti-aircraft fire they had ever seen tho 
Helldivers pressed home nttaclts against many Japmn»e 
warahipa, 

A dispatch from Corrc-ipondent Hoberecht aboard Vice- 
Adm. John S. McCain's flagship said at least two warships 
were hit with heavy bombs and s number o£ other enemy 
craft were loft burning in the Kure nrcn.

Tho suBgeatlon of Reps. Lawrence H. Smith 
of Wisconsin and D. P. Taylor of New York 
that a natlon-wldo poll be conducted on com- 
puJsory pcacellmo military tralnlnn In tho 
United states Is likely to appeal stronRly to 
many of the citizens of this nation. 

Certainly this proposed legislation has been 
among the most controversial that has been 
considered in congress In a long time. Op- 
ponents and champloas of compulsory train- 

■ Ing Include leaders of oiitstandtag^^dlstlnC' 
tlon. As groups, there Is nothlnrf toitJioosc be- 
tween them Insofar as clnccm^tkl^ljlilsm Is 
concerned. The record of one grottp la Its 
proved devotion to country, taken as a whole, 
Is about as good as that of the other. 

Fundamentally, the only difference be- 
tween them Is that they disagree as widely 
the polesi on whether the future security of 
the United States demands compulsory train- 
ing. And it Is not possible for anyone to say 
with any assurance which group may be 
epeaklng for the majority sentiment In this 
. country. 

In view of that uncertainty, what couid be 
more democratic in this American deraocr.icy 
than to put the question to a vote of the peo- 
ple? Assuredly IC Is a proposition of vital and 
direct personal concern to practically every 
family and every Individual in tho nation. 
No family and no taxpayer would escape the 
cdects of a compulsory military training 
law. 

Bo, why not let tho people express their 
attitude through tho ballot box? If the ma- 
jority favors compulsory training, then con- 
gress would have no reason to hesitate In the 
enactment of tho necessary legislation. If tho 
majority vote should bo opposed to such train- 
Ins, then that view should prevail. The minor- 
ity might still disagree with tho majority 
opinion. But minorities in the United States, 
. t>Uca as a whole, accept the>iffl[\clplo of ma- 
jority rule. 1 f 

It Is true, of course, tliat .coflgress might 
consider the calling of such an election an 
objectionable precedent. Members may argue 

■ that. If a poll la taken on compulsory train- 
ing, cltiscns will expect a similar test of 
opinion on controversial legislation in the 
future. And, unquestionably, that might hap- 
pen,, But, what of It? What could be wrong 
with giving the American people opportunity 
to express their attitude toward any proposed 
leglsiatlon of vital concern to them?. 

No one can tell ■with certainty as yet what 
may become of the proposal by Congressmen 
Smith and Taylor. Probabilities doubtless 
are very much against tho poll they suggest. 

But the fact still will remain that. It < 
gress really wants to know how the American 
people feci about compulsory training, no 
better way can be found than to give them 
opportunity to express their opinion.
